Farmers unacqua.nied with rape 
as an emergency or supplemental 
pasture crop may be overlooking one 
of the more profitable practices of 
general farming This crop is often 
preferable to the more nutritious 
Ie gum?* because it is an annual and 
can, therefore be grown for summer 
glaring without any great Inter­ 
ference with other cropping or ro­ 
tation plans. And what is not gen­ 
erally known is the fact that rape 
is considered almost equivalent to 
alfalfa as an extra pasture. 
The dwarf Essex variety is recom­ 
mended for this latitude It may be 
seeded any time from mid-April un­ 
til early July or even a little later. 
It is ready, under normal soil and 
weather conditions, to pasture with­ 
in 8 to IO weeks after seeding And if 
the field is divided into ;wo equal 
parts bv a temporary fence or if 
seeded in two different fields already 
separated, rape can be grazed con­ 
tinually until cold weather arrives 
In fact, one of the facts about rape 
as an emergency pasture crop Is its 
growing tall and woody. 
Farmers who have never utilized 
rape for pasturage often fear the 
danger of bloating which is report­ 
er against this crop But this is no 
greater in most respects than any 
other 
succulent 
crop, 
especially 
where carelessness prevails in ac­ 
customing animals to the forage. 
To eliminate bloating dangers, with 
alfalfa, sweetclover and several other 
legumes, as well as with rape, two 
principles should be stressed. First, 
animals should be introduced grad­ 
ually to the pasture; second, they 


should never be allowed to graze 
during the first few weeks while th? 
for me is wet w ith dew or rain. 
Perhaps the safest practice, es­ 
pecially with sheep, is to turn the 
J animals onto rape but an hour or 
two the first day Then extend the 
i grazing gradually each day until the 
livestock is grazing all day. It seem­ 
ingly is the suddenness of the change 
! rather than the actual content of 
i the rape that results in the bloating. 
Most permanent pastures are at 
least fairly luxuriant during May 
and early June Thereafter they de- 
\ cline in both quant tty and quality 
of pasturage until late July and 


J early A u g u s t, when their grazing 
value may bf' almost zero. And if 
a prolonged drought occurs in the 
meantime permanent pastures may 
b e c o m e 
temporarily 
worthless. 
Herein, either in normal or droughty 
’ ears. a few 
acres of rape may 
bridge an indispensable gap For in 
normal summers it affords a time 
for permanent pasturer to regain 
their vigor; in years of drought the 
rape provides forage that otherwise 
would be almost impossible to ob­ 
tain. 
It is not wise to sow rape on poor 
land 
Like the other plant species 
and genera to which it is related— 
kale—for one example.—rape de­ 
mands a deeply mellow and fairly 
fertile loam Seed is sown on a fine 
seed bed at the rate of 5 to 8 pounds 
per acre Grazing should begin by 
the time the plants are IO to 12 
inches high, 
Grain prices will remain high this 
summer Livestock owners w ill find in

substitute 
for 
costly grain, particularly for hogs.
